Mexico Into a Ferment.

TAHOAHUA, State of Chiahas, Mexico, 


Jan. 24 —The southern border is in a 
ferment over the impending hostilities 
between Mexico and Guatemala 
More 


troops are being centered about the 
frontier and a heavy movement of peo- 
ple is noticeable on every hand. Fugi- 
tives from Guatemalan soil are arriving 
here almo-t daily. They number many 
Guatemalan revolters from the Guate 
malan interior, but are thus far for the 
most part native-born Mexicans, who 
had taken up their residence on Guate- 
malan territory. Large parties are on 
their way from QuetzAltanango, north- 
ern Guatemala, either afraid to remain 
in their homes or coming with the pur- 
pose of enlisting against the govern- 
ment which they leave behind 


COUITAN, State of Cbiahas, Mexico. 


Jan. 24 —The government has pushed 
fresh forces into the Guatemalar fron- 
tier almost daily and camps for a large 
body of men had been arranged for 
near this place 
A few Guatemalans 


living in this vicinity have quietly left 
for their native country, and others 
who are disgusted with the .course of 
President Barrios and the Guatemalan 
administration have fled to Mexico 
rather than be pressed into an unwill- 
ing service. Reports from the other 
side of the border are that Guatemala 
is using every effort to work up feel- 
ings of patroitism among the people in 
the hope of gaining large reinforce- 
ments to continue its bluff against 
Mexico. 


When persuasion fails, it is given out, 


that when the government needs men 
it will press them into service 
Nearly 


every horse within 100 miles of the 
border has been secured by one means 
or another already, and a strenuous 
effort is being made to secure more. 
The uncommunicative policy of the 
Guatemalan government is having a 
disastrous effect upon the public order, 
and many alarms are constantly felt by 
the residents of the frontier, fearing 
an invasion of the mounted Mexican 
rurals. It is generally felt that should 
war ensue the frontier will bp so over- 
run by troops and pillaging renegades 
that life Will be a burden.

had been suffering with an organic af- 
fection of *he heart 
For a time he 


was crippled and compelled to resort to 
the use of crutches 
For the past few 


months, however, Mr 
Hueatis had 


been greatly improved in health and 
yesterday afternoon was down town. 
About 5 o'clock he took a Belt line car 
and returned to his home, on the south 
east corner of West Berry and Van 
Buren streets. When he entered the 
house he complained of a pain above 
the heart 
Divesting himself of his 


wraps he went into the library and 
stood for a moment with his back to a 
small table. Suddenly, without a word, 
he fell forward and when those in the 
•com reached him his eyes were forever 
closed 
Dr. Myers was on the scene a 


few minutes after tbe occurrence de- 
scribed, but the prostrate mars was be- 
yond medical aid. 


Alexander Comstock Huestis was 


born April 16lh, 1819, in Perry, Wyo- 
ming county, New York. He gradu- 
ated at the Wesleyan university, of 
Middletown, Connecticut, when twenty 
years of age, and a short time after his 
graduation was elected principal of the 
Palmyra academy. New York. A year 
later he was appointed principal of the 
Springville, Sew York, academy, and 
after two years there he was selected as 
one of thepiofessors of the Norwalk 
seminary, Ohio. In 1845 he was elected 
principal of the Sandusky, Ohio, high 
school. In 1847 Mr. Huestis came to 
Fort Wayne and was appointed profes- 
sor of mathematics and natural philo- 
sophy and acting president of the Fort 
Wayne M E college. This he held for 
five years until he engaged in the 
wholesale grocery business, under the 
firm name of Williams & Hueatis. 
About tbe year I860 the firm dissolved 
and Mr. Huestis continued the busi- 
ness about five years aa sole proprietor. 
In the year 1865 Hon. Montgomery 
Hamilton entered into the business, 
and the firm became Huestis & Hamil- 
ton, which firm continued in business 
until the year 1884 
Since that time 


he'haa not been engaged m any busi- 
ness, but has been living a retired life. 
Mr. Hueatis was married in 1841 to 
Sarah Dibble, atSpriugville. New York. 
His wife died eight years ago, and since 
that time he has made his home with 
Charles D. C. Haestis, the only surviv- 
ing child. 


Mr. Hueslis, as is evident from the 


foregoing, was a highly educated man. 
Not only this, but he was prominont in 
the educational world in early days. 
About the year 1847, while principal of 
the M. E college here, he published a 
text book entitled, "Hueslis1 Principles 
of Natural Philosophy, Mathematically 
Illustrated," which attracted great at 
tention at the time and came into very 
general use The study of the works 
of Shakespeare waa the greatest work 
of the life of this remarkable man. He

Growing Favor For Silver, 


Tho Republicans could bo hilarious in- 


deed over the predicament o£ their oppo- 
nents, but thoir own withers aro11 by no 
means unwrung. They hiivo polled tho 
nest congress a few times, and evory time 
havo discovered n few more fellows who 
aro off color in fiscal science. A singls in- 
sfahco shows how panicky tho feeling is. 
In ordinary times the fact that tbeKepub- 
Hcan who is to succeed Mr. Tracey of New 
York is n silver man would cscito only a 
smile, possibly an expression of good ua- 
tured contempt, but tho recent announce- 
7nont of tho fact caused a feeling a littlo

enemy. Moreover, iu spitoof all thopnliti- 
cnl changes, it is today asserted that the 
new Ecmito will bo even moro strongly pro- 
silvur than the present one. 


Senator Quay makes no secret of his in- 


tention to talk tbo appropriation for col- 
lecting tho income tax to death, singlo 
handed and alone, or at least to folk till 
tho hew senators to fill vacancies get here. 
Of tho three from tho now half represent- 
ed states wo wore at fltst assured thnu two 
would bo gold bugs mid one' a silver crank, 
next that ono would bo a monoilietallist 
and ,thd other tw<* nioderato silver men, 
but now it is given out that nil thrco will 
bo silverites. Tho senator stands almost 
alono, however, in his party on tho propo 
sition to nullify tho iucoms tax law by 
withholding appropriations. Such Kepub- 
licnns ns Shonnaii, Cahnon and othcrg'ot 
Jong standing experience protest that it 
would be a very dangerous precedent. Mr. 
Cannon says: "The Democrats tried it in 
Hayes' time, went just far enough to 
rouso anEcr and then backed down. If wo 
begin it—well, tho Democrats havo never 
boon backward in adopting our worst prcc- 
cdouta, and I fancy they would bo Jiko 
that follow in Shakespeare who said, 'The

-It 'is taken for granted, therefore, that 
by tho closo of this session, if not before, 
tho government revenue will exceed its 
expenses, and tlio house committee on na- 
vol affairs is figuring on a considerable 
surplus ;by Decorator.

coined into i^ilvcr dollars on state- account, 
provided time tho amount in any ono year 
should not'exceed ?1 por capita, at the 
state's population at tho last census. . 


Mr. Terry's plan. 
. 


"My plan," said Mr. Terry in thocourso 


of a lengthy talk, "gets rid of all tho su-, 
perflcial objections to tho increased use of 
silver, .There is really nothing .in most of 
thorn, and tho main ones nullify each oth- 
er, but superficially and as presented to 
tho pcojie they havo a certain force. Un- 
der my plan the silver kings .would not 
got tho benefit of frco coinage, nor would 
the increase be rapid enough to disturb 
existing contracts. It would supply rooro 
money just about as fast as needed and, In 
my opinion, would in time bring tho two 
metals to a parity. Wbilo thojprocess was 
going on the people of each scato or terri- 
tory would get.the benefit of the differ- 
ence between bullion and coin. Better 
fitill, if tlio goldbug states disnprovou of 
the system they need not go Into it. Only 
" e. states in favor of silver would then 


,vo it coined on account, and tho gold* 
[g states could cut down tho increase 


ono-half, if they liked. I havo no doubt, 
howovor, that New ifork and Massachu- 
setts would tako the seigniorage jusfc as 
promptly ns Texas and Colorado."' 


The genial Mr, Stallings'of Alabama 


also has a plan which he thus sets forth 
in conversation, for ho has not thought it 
worth while to put it in tho form of a bill: 
"I stare with tho proposition that tho na- 
tional banking system is tho best this 
country ever had, and though a bolter 


might bo devised it would bo Impossible 
to got it adopted. Furthermore, tho re-

Career of Cimliuul Guliiuberti, Who 1& Such 


(i Power In Koine. 


If ho lives, Popo Leo XIII will have 


readied tho advanced ago of 85 years 011 
March 2, and as ouc KO old must be near 
the end of life's journey there is con- 
hideraLle speculation as to his probable 
successor. A caudidato who will doubt- 
less receivo many votes when tho sacred 
college- meets after Leo XIII's death is 
Cardinal Lnigi G-alimberti, whoso rise 
to fame, power and the favor of tho pope 
has beou very rapid. A dozen years ago 
Cardinal Galimberti was tho director of 
Tho Mouitonr do Rome, » paper ho had 
just founded with tho approval of tlio 
popo. Ho was a thorough newspaper 
muii and cue "copy," blue penciled 
manuscript, used tho paste pot and scis- 
sors with a dexterity born of experience 
and soothed his nerves by smoking a 
pipe. His paper was subsidized by the 
popo and was a (success, despite his 
rather eccentric manner of discontinu- 
ing publication during tho summer 
months because "it was so hot in Rome 
no ouo wished to read newspapers.'' 


In 1887 his tact and great ability had 


won for him tho responsible post of as- 
sistant to Cardinal Jacobin!, secretary

of state, and as tho cardinal was at 
death's door many matters of grave im- 
port wero necessarily confided to Mgr. 
Galimborti by tho pope, who speedily 
became. very favorably impressed with 
his erudition and sound judgment. The 
letter Cardinal Jacobini signed, pledging 
Rome's support to Bismarck on tho ove 
of his historic battlo for his army bill, 
was written by1 Mgr. Galimberti, it is 
said. 


After the death of Cardinal Jacobini 


the pope sent Mgr. Galimborti to repre- 
sent him at the fotes in honor of tho 
aged Emperor William's jubilee. On 
his return ho was made a mincio and 
an archbishop, arid after a successful 
mission in Austria ho was elevated to 
the purple, becoming a cardinal and a 
prospective candidate for tho papal 
chair. Ho is high in tho favor 0° the 
pope and is considered ouo of the most 
powerful factors in church politics in 
Rome. If he is not chosen pope, ho will 
without doubt have much to say as to 
who shall bo the successful candidate.
